One of the | 
things might be the development j 
of unexpected resistance 
on 
the 


part of the Nazis. There's no rea- 
son to believe that anything 
will 


occur to give Hitler a chance to

stand off defeat for a considerable 
period. 


While we're doing all this wish- 


ing, we must stop and ask our- 
selves why it is that Hitler is in 
such a precarious position. 
The 


answer is vital to victory. It is that 
we not only have grand fighting 
forces battling for us, but that the 
home fronts in America and Brit- 
ain have by a supreme effort pro- 
duced the war materials with which 
the Nazi gangster has been driven 
into a corner.

By the same token, if we 
relax the pressure we give Hitler 
a fresh lease on life.

(Tito) Broz, a communique of the 
'Yugoslav Liberation army report- 
ed today. 


The communique, oroadcast by 


the Free Yugoslav radio, described 
the fighting for this rich northwest- 
ern area of Yugoslavia as "heavy," 
with the Germans making intensi- 
fied efforts to drive the 
peasant 


patriots south into Croatia and Dal- 
matia. Slovenian partisans 
were 


said to be active in the German

strongpoints and cutting communi- 
cation lines. 


Farther east, in Slavonla, sharp 


fighting was reported on the Hun-

bridges — two near the town of 
Chachinci and two near Zenci.

claimant agencies, including lend- 
lease" by 
the 
Federal 
Surplus 


Commodities Corporation for
